he  end  result  is  two  17-minute 
deos  and  a  71 -page  manual  that 
»lls  for  $150  outside  Alberta. 

CCP  is  a  preventative  control 
'stem  used  to  ensure  the  continual 
roduction,  processing,  distribution 
d  marketing  of  safe  foods.  It  was 
•veloped  in  1961  by  the  Pillsbury 
ompany  in  co-operation  with  the 
ational  Aeronautics  and  Space 
dministration  (NASA)  and  U.S.  Army 
atick  Laboratories  to  provide  safe 
)od  for  space  travel. 


The  video/manual  set  introduces  the 
seven  principles  of  HACCP  and  12 
steps  to  successfully  implement  a 
food  safety  system. 

In  designing  a  HACCP  system, 
potential  hazards  are  identified  and 
the  process  is  evaluated  to  determine 


the  critical  control  points  where  the 
hazards  can  be  controlled.  The 
critical  control  points  are  monitored 
to  ensure  the  process  is  in  control 
and  potential  hazards  are  prevented.

Column 


Now  that  we're  widely  recognized 
as  having  developed  one  of  the 
best  (if  not  the  best  I  business 
plans  in  government,  it's  time  for  us 
to  "walk  the  talk'".  Two  months  into 
the  first  year  of  the  plan,  we're  well 
into  implementing  it  in  the  broad 
sense  and  detailed  implementation 
plans  are  now  being  finalized  by 
each  division. 

The  essence  of  accountability  is  proof 
of  implementation — proof  that  the 


plan  has  been  implemented  and 
implemented  well.  To  provide  that 
proof,  implementation  plans  will  have 
to  include  reporting  plans.  This  in 
turn  means  a  system  of  measuring 
results  becomes  an  essential  part  of 
the  division/unit  business  plans. 

Often  the  most  difficult  part  of 
developing  and  following  through  on 
business  plans  is  the  development  of 
measures  that  show  results.  Clearly, 
the  job  is  more  difficult  in 
government  operations  than  in  the 
private  sector  where  the  bottom  line 
is  easily  defined  in  dollar  and  cents 
terms.  While  we  may  not  be  able  to 
measure  our  results  in  dollars  and 
cents,  we  should  be  able  to  define  a 
bottom  line  which  measures  results 
and  not  simply  activities.  It  is  results 
we  want  to  report  on. 

Executive  committee  has  asked  the 
strategic  management  committee  to 
develop  a  new  reporting  system 
based  on  the  business  plan.  The 
essence  of  the  system  should  be  to 
report  results  to  the  Minister  and  to 
our  customers  on  a  quarterly  as  well 
as  annual  basis. 

As  you  know,  we  already  provide 
quarterly  financial  reports,  and  the 
idea  is  to  provide  quarterly 
implementation  reports  (results)  at 


the  same  time.  We  aim  to  provide  the 
Minister  with  the  first  of  these 
quarterly  reports  in  October,  for  the 
first  two  quarters  of  this  year. 
Subsequent  reports  would  be  made 
every  three  months. 

If  you  have  ideas  about  how  to 
measure  results  effectively  or  how  a 
quarterly  report  can  be  meaningful  to 
you,  as  well  as  the  Minister,  offer 
them  to  your  immediate  supervisor  or 
directly  to  Dr.  Ralph  Christian, 
ehairman  of  the  strategic  management 
committee.  Note  that  the  strategic 
management  committee  is  open  to 
suggestions  on  what  the  new 
reporting  system  should  look  like. 

Executive  committee  has  not 
necessarily  decided  that  the  new 
reporting  system  needs  to  be  in 
addition  to  the  existing  monthly 
reporting  system.  In  some  cases,  it 
may  make  some  sense  to  eliminate 
monthly  reports.

To  date  a  total  of  28  sets  have  been 
sold.  One  sale  was  to  the  Unilever 
Corporation,  a  large  international 
food  company  based  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  It  purchased  the  right  to 
make  copies  of  the  set  for  all  of  its 
200-plus  production  plants  around 
the  world.  Other  sales  have  been  to  a 
number  of  states  in  the  U.S.,  England, 
Australia,  New  Zealand  and  the 
World  Health  Organization. 

"Oddly  enough,  our  sales  have 
totalled  almost  $14,000  in  about  three 
months  and  yet  only  one  Canadian 
organization  has  purchased  a 
package,"  said  Brown. 


Brown  added  that  Zagrosh-Miller  and 
Roth  identified  a  need  and  worked 
extensively  with  Vidal  to  deliver  a 
quality  product  to  fill  that  need. 

"The  set  has  captured  the  attention  of 
food  and  health  organizations 
internationally,"  added  Brown.

ith  department  staff  members 
playing  on  three  separate  teams 
in  the  Ministers'  Cup  hockey 
tournament,  there  was  a  pretty  good 
chance  of  coming  home  with  a 
trophy  or  two. 

Alberta  Agriculture,  Food  and  Rural 
Development  was  represented  by 
Agriculture  I,  Agriculture  II  and 
Public  Lands/Wildlife  in  the  annual 
tournament,  held  in  Edmonton  on 
April  27,  28,  29  and  30,  at  the 
Clareview  and  Castledowns  arenas.  A 
total  of  16  teams,  divided  in  two 
divisions  and  four  sections,  battled 
for  Alberta  Government  hockey 
supremacy.  . 

"A"  and  "B"  divisions  separated  the 
teams  that  play  on  a  regular  basis 
from  those  that  got  together  only  for 
the  tournament.  Each  division  had 
eight  teams  that  played  in  two 
sections. 

In  the  "A"  division  the  Grimm 
Reapers,  originally  a  team  from 
Forestry,  Lands  and  Wildlife,  defeated 
Treasury  Branches  by  a  score  of  6-4 
to  c  apture  the  Minister's  Cup.  The 
trophy  was  originally  donated  by  the 
late  Don  Sparrow.  This  final  actually 
ended  in  a  4-4  tie  after  regulation 
time  and  had  to  be  decided  in  a 
shoot-out.  The  Grimm  Reapers  have 
won  the  top  division  six  of  the  last 
seven  years. 

In  the  "B"  division  final  Public 
Lands  Wildlife  defeated  NAIT  by  a 
4-2  score.  Public  Lands/Wildlife 
received  a  Minister's  Cup,  originally 
donated  by  Ralph  Klein  when  he  was 
the  minister  of  environment. 

The  Public  Lands/Wildlife  team  was 
mack-  up  of  players  from  both 
Agriculture  and  Environmental 
Protection. 

The  goaltender  for  the  winning  team, 
Gerry  Ehlert,  works  for  public  lands 
in  St.  Paul.  He  was  also  named  the 
most  valuable  goalie  for  the 
tournament. 


Public  Lands/Wildlife  also  defeated 
the  Research  Council  (7-4), 
Agriculture  I  (10-6)  and 
Transportation  (8-3)  on  their  way  to 
the  championship. 

Praxis  Inc..  a  consulting  company 
that  works  for  the  provincial 
government,  captured  the  "A" 
division  consolation  trophy  by 
defeating  the  Environment  Red  team 
5-3. 

The  "B"  division  consolation  trophy 
was  won  by  the  Alberta  Research 
Council.  They  beat  Agriculture  II  by  a 
score  of  7-4. 

Agriculaire  I  played  three  games 
during  the  tournament.  They  had  a 
record  of  one  win  and  two  losses. 
They  beat  Transportation  7-2  and  lost 
to  Public  Lands/Wildlife  (10-6)  and 
the  Alberta  Research  Council  (9-5). 

Agriculture  II  played  four  games. 
They  won  the  first  game  against 
Environment  Black  by  a  score  of  3-2. 
The  game  was  tied  1-1  after 


regulation  and  had  to  go  to  a 
shoot-out  to  decide  the  outcome.  In 
the  second  game  Agriculture  II  beat 
Parks  and  Rec  4-1.  Game  three  saw 
Agriculture  II  lose  to  NAIT  by  a  score

"We  wanted  the  children  of  the  area 
to  know  how  important  safety  is  and 
that  it  only  takes  a  second  for  a 
tragedy  to  strike  you  or  those  you 
love,"  said  Andrew,  who  was  the 
DHF  in  Valleyview  and  is  now  the 
mral  development  specialist  in  Stettler. 

The  program  ran  from  9  a.m.  to  3:15 
p.m.  and  was  aimed  at  kindergarden 
to  grade  six  students.  It  was  also 
open  to  the  community  at  large. 

Jacqueline  Galloway,  a  safety 
consultant  with  the  department's  farm 
safety  program  was  the  keynote 
speaker.  She  addressed  the  entire 
gathering  emphasizing  that  safety  is 
for  the  most  pail  the  child's 
responsibility.  She  explained  that 
adults  can  educate  children,  but  it  is 
the  children  w  ho  have  to  make  good 
decisions  w  hen  they  are  put  in 
potentially  dangerous  situations. 
Galloway  also  conducted  Farm  Safety 
Challenge  workshops  with  individual 
classes,  later  in  the  day.
